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High Interest Prevails 
In Church Constitution 


An unprecedented grass roots par- 
ticipation in the making of the consti- 
tution for the United Church of Christ 
was reported in Cleveland, Ohio, De- 
cember 8 by Rev. Dr. Gerhard W. 
Grauer, Chicago, chairman of the 
constitution commission. The commis- 
sion was holding its first meeting since 
July of this year, when our denomi- 
nation’s General Synod, meeting at 
Oberlin, Ohio, voted to ask local 
churches to take an active part in the 
constitution-making process. 

The constitution commission, elect- 
ed at the uniting Synod in 1957, pre- 
sented to the United Church of Christ’s 
second General Synod last summer a 
proposed constitution which the Synod 
voted to refer to local churches, region- 
al organizations, boards and agencies 
of the two participating denominations 
for further study. 

Denominational leaders reported 
conscientious compliance with the stu- 
dy recommendation. Typical of many 
churches throughout the country was 
the action of the Congregational 
Church of Claremont, California, which 
appointed a 2l-member committee to 
study in detail the proposed constitu- 
tion and its implications. 

In North Carolina, more than 500 
laymen of both denominations came 
together for a half-day session to stu- 
dy the document and in New Hamp- 
shire a state-wide gathering of min- 
isters met for the same purpose. 

Dr. Grauer reported that the com- 
mittee has received approximately 500 
communications as a result of this stu- 
dy. Of that number about one third, he 
said, “voiced general approval of the 
constitution and by-laws as formulat- 
ed” or contained suggestions for minor 
editorial changes, 

The other two-thirds, said Dr. Grau- 
er, “concentrated mainly on questions 
about the local church, the ministry 
and the relationship of the mission 
poards and other agencies to the de- 
nominational structure.” 

Dr. Grauer emphasized that the 
“viewpoints expressed’? in the sugges- 
tions “did not divide along lines of the 
two uniting constituencies but across 
these lines.” 

In a joint statement, Dr. Grauer and 
the United Church’s two co-presidents, 
Rev. Dr. Fred Hoskins, New York City, 
and Rey. Dr. James E. Wagner, Phila- 
delphia, stated that “the constitution

Of The 
Ga. Council Of Churches 


WHEREAS, the Georgia Council of 
Churches is holding its annual meeting 
in Macon on the day that the school 
authorities of Atlanta are presenting a 
plan for the gradual and orderly de- 
segregation of the schools to the North 
Georgia District Federal Court of the 
Fifth Judicial Circuit, Court of Appeals; 
and 

WHEREAS, we, as responsible 
churchmen and concerned citizens, feel 
that anything that would deny the 
children of this state the privilege of 
a public education would be disas- 
trous; and. 

WHEREAS, the final decision affect- 
ing the Atlanta schools will in turn af- 
fect every public school and _ school 
child in Georgia; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED 
that we call upon the Governor and 
members of the State Legislature to 
provide legislation in the coming ses- 
sion that will guarantee to all the 
children of Georgia an uninterrupted 
public school education.

drafting commission and its sub-com- 
mittees have given careful consider- 
ation to all suggestions received and 
will continue to do so. It is more con- 
fident now than before that the revis- 
ed draft of the constitution and by- 
laws it will present to the General Sy- 
nod next July will meet with warm 
approval.” 

According to present plans, the com- 
mission will complete their revised 
draft of the constitution by mid-Feb- 
ruary, 1960, taking into account the 
suggestions made. This revised docu- 
ment, like the preliminary draft, will 
be made available to local churches and 
their regional organizations for care- 
ful study prior to the special session 
of the General Synod scheduled to be 
held in Cleveland in July, 1960. 

If approved by the Synod, the docu- 


ment is submitted once more — this 
time for ratification — to local Con- 
gregational Christian Churches and 


Evangelical and Reformed regional sy- 
nods. A two-thirds vote is necessary 
to put the constitution into effect.

High Church Attendance 
Reported By Gallup Poll 


Worship attendance in the United 
States leveled off last year after 
achieving a record high year in 1958, 
the Gallup Poll has reported. An esti- 
mated 49,000,000 adults attended 
church and synagogue services during 
a typical week of 1959 — or 47 per cent 
of the adult civilian population (ex- 
cluding those living in institutions). 

“By way of comparison, during an 
average we:k in 1958, 49 per cent of 
the population — or an_ estimated 
50,500,000 adults attended church,” the 
report, issued by the American Insti- 
tute of Public Opinion, said. 

Surveys of representative samples of 
adult civilian population were made 
during selected weeks in the months 
of March, July, and December, 1959. 
The survey attempted to measure only 
the average number of adults attend- 
ing worship during the sample weeks. 

A special survey of attendance dur- 
ing Easter Week of 1959 found that 
61,200,000 adults went to church or 
synagogue, This was 59 per cent of the 
adult population. 

In 1940, slightly more than one-third 
of the adult population went to wor- 
ship regularly. By 1955, the number 
had risen to 49 per cent. It hit 49 per 
cent again in 1958 when 50,500,000— 
the highest number on record — went 
at least once a week. 

The American Institute of Public 
Opinion, headed by Dr. George Gallup, 
is the only organization making a na- 
tionwide check on worship attendance. 
On a national basis, worship attend- 
ance is promoted among the general 
public by the Religion in American 
Life Program, which in 1959 obtained 
$8,000,000 worth of contributed time 
and space for advertisements in the 
major media urging all Americans to 
“Worship Together This Week.”
